Your letter to hand a few days ago. 
It brought much to encourage me to 
press on in the Lord. We still love these 
bronze-skinned Indians. There is a great- 
er bond of unity and love manifested by 
workers and believers this term than ever 
before. They love the clean teachings of 
the Church of God. We do also. We are 
praying that our last year’s work will be 
the best for God and our Indians. I have 
never kept an account of the services I 
have had charge of, but since the last As- 
sembly I had the desire to do so. I kept 
a strict account, so tonight I counted the 
record that I had kept, and I had, since 
last October, 172 services. I have visited 
all that I could during the times of sick- 
ness and death. 

Our young men and women are a 
great help in the work. You must come 
and visit us again and hear them sing, 
pray and testify. Then, I want to tell you 
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about our precious Indian women. We 
meet every Wednesday afternoon for 
prayer, praises and a short message. They 
have not only prayed for the work, but 
out of their extreme poverty they have 
given their cents and half-cents. I want 
you to know how much they have given 
toward the roof of the new chapel. They 
have given since June, 1939, $131.00 for 
the roof; $6.15 to help Don Baltazar, in 
the conference at Chicaca; and $10.50 
toward the chapel of the Nationals, at 
Guatemala, now a Church of God mis- 
sion.—Humbly your servant in Him, 
Mrs. Carrie Furman.

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Question: Does God the Holy Ghost 
have a body in heaven as God the Father 
and God the Son do?—D. B. 


Answer: While the idea of God is uni- 
versal, there is no one who is able to give 
an analysis of Him. “Canst thou by 
searching find out God? canst thou find 
out the Almighty unto perfection? It is 
as high as heaven; what canst thou 
know? The measure thereof is longer 
than the earth, and broader than the 
sea,” Job 11:7-9. The mind of man is 
too finite to comprehend God in His per- 
fection, yet he has a sufficient knowl- 
edge of Him to enable him to _ right- 
ly serve Him. There is an important dis- 
tinction to be made here, for while God 
is incomprehensible to us, yet we 
may truly know Him as God, and 
know Him as our God. Note the words 
of the Prophet Daniel, “But the people 
that do know their God shall be strong 
and do exploits,” Dan. 11:32. We are al- 
so told that our knowledge of God de- 
pends on our following after such 
knowledge. “Then shall we know, if we 
follow on to know the Lord: his go- 
ing forth is prepared as the morning; and 
he shall come unto us as the rain, as the 
latter and former rain unto the earth,” 
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Hosea 6:3. 

The idea of trying to picture or vivify 
God as a person or persons is one that is 
rather hard to so establish that people 
can understand. There are places in the 
Word of God that seem to teach that 
God has a body. We know that the Son 
has a body and yet, in reference to God 
we also have such a quotation, “God is a 
spirit,” and it is certainly true that the 
third person in the Godhead; namely, the 
Holy Ghost, is referred to most of the 
time as a Spirit. That which is worth 
more than anything else relative to God 
and His existence is that we know Him 
as our God personally. 

Question: Please explain 1 Peter 4:1, 
“For he who hath suffered in the flesh 
hath ceased from sin.”—L. N. P. 

Answer: To take just the part of the 
verse which is quoted in our question, it 
would be indeed hard to understand. But 
if we take the entire verse, reading also 
the three following verses, it is easier for 
us to understand. It may be better, how- 
ever, for us to quote Moffatt’s Transla- 
tion which makes it very plain. “Well, 
as Christ has suffered for us in the flesh, 
let this very conviction that he who 
has suffered in the flesh gets quit of sin, 
nerve you to spend the rest of your 
time in the flesh for the will of God 
and no longer for human passions.

lust, carousing, revelry, dissipation and 
illicit idolatry, and it astonishes pagans 
that you will not plunge with them still 
into the same flood of profligacy.” Those 
who are in Christ are supposed to have 
denied the flesh with its affections and 
lust, therefore the flesh suffers because 
of a crucifixion and those who are cruci- 
fied to the flesh become free from sin. 

Question: Is there any difference in 
Acts 2:38 and Matt. 28:19? If so, will 
you please explain?—L. B. M. 

Answer: According to the 16th verse 
of the 28th chapter of St. Matthew, the 
eleven disciples (apostles) went away in- 
to Galilee into a mountain where Jesus 
had appointed. The remaining part of the 
chapter gives the final commission which 
Jesus gave unto them while in the moun- 
tain. Since it is specified that the eleven 
were present, we must recognize the fact 
that the Apostle Peter was there and that 
this commission, “Baptizing them in the 
name of the Father, and of the Son, and 
of the Holy Ghost,” was given unto him 
as well as to the other apostles.

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The 36th Annual Assembly a Success 


The 36th Annual Assembly was the 
shortest one to be held in_ thirty-six 
years. In the fall of 1918 the influenza 
epidemic was raging. As_ the great 
plague stalked through the land with 
such great force, meetings were can- 
celled, postponed or discontinued, there- 
fore there was no Assembly that year. 
No other year since the first Annual 
Assembly, which was held January 26, 
27, 1906, has health conditions had any 
bearing on the Assembly until this year. 
The great progress of the Church had 
caused everyone who knew anything of 
it to look forward with great anticipa- 
tion toward the 36th Annual Assembly, 
but just as preparations were about com- 
pleted, your officials were informed by 
the health authorities of Chattanooga 
that it would be impossible to consum- 
mate the plans which had been made for 
this great gathering. In a meeting of the 
Council with the mayor and city-county 
health director of Chattanooga and 
Hamilton county, it was decided that the 
Assembly should be confined to the male 
ministry and curtailed to a length of on- 
ly two days. The news was flashed all 
over the United States and in every nook 
and corner was relayed until practically 
all of those intending to bring their fam- 
ilies received the news and responded 
accordingly. 


Though the news came late and the 
plans that had been made for months had 
been torn up, these happenings did not 
stop the flow of bishops to the Bishops’ 
Council which met on the evening of 
August 29. The Council opened with the 
largest number present in its history, 
having a total of 407. An ordination 
service which was very impressive and 
in which twenty-eight new bishops were 
ordained was among the first items. 
When the General Overseer asked all 
new bishops ordained during the year to 
stand to their feet, sixty-eight arose. 
These were all welcomed as members of 
the Council. The entire Council of three 
days portrayed fellowship and brotherly 
love. The matters discussed were all fin- 

‘ally disposed of in a perfectly harmonious 
way so that all felt that the final de- 
cisions “seemed good to the Holy Ghost 
and to us.” 


One of the outstanding features of the 
Bishops’ Council was to recommend that 
the Church have a Second Assistant to 
the General Overseer and to nominate a 
man to the General Assembly to fill that 
office, the work having grown until it 
was impossible to take care of it in the 
way that it should. From a standpoint 
of general supervision, it was deemed 
not only advisable but necessary that this

help be given to the General Overseer. 
Earl P. Paulk, former overseer of. North 
Carolina, was chosen to fill that position. 
All general officials, including the new 
Assistant General Overseer, were unani- 
mously nominated by the Bishops’ Coun- 
cil. The Bishops’ Council closed Monday 
night. 

In the afternoon before the opening 
of the Assembly on Tuesday night pos- 
sibly more than a thousand people visited 
the new home built for our orphan boys 
on the Lee Highway five miles out of 
the city of Cleveland. Many times the 
ministers visiting the Home were heard 
to exclaim, “I feel much as did the queen 
of Sheba when she visited Solomon, “The 
half has not been told me.’ ” Those visit- 
ing the home were literally swept from 
their feet when they beheld the beauti- 
ful location, the beautiful view and the 
adequate provisions which have _ been 
made to take care of our motherless and 
fatherless boys. These provisions made it 
possible for them to step into a much 
higher plane of life. The thought that 
their civic, moral, and religious status 
would be so greatly changed, brought 
tears of joy as the group discussed with 
one another the great work the Church 
was doing in behalf of these unfortunate 
ones. 


The throngs which usually crowd the 
streets of Chattanooga during the time 
of the Assembly were absent. The wom- 
en and children had listened to the appeal 
of the general officials and did not come. 
There were possibly not more than two 
thousand delegates present the first night 
and all of these were men, but these were 
not baffled by the reports of poliomyel- 
itis but came from distant parts as well 
as from near by to add their part in the 
workings of another great General As- 
sembly. 


The general officials of the Church 
had decided to again curtail the time 
agreed upon and if possible to dispense 
with such measures as would come be- 
fore the Assembly in one day. This they 
did. The General Overseer delivered one 
of the most powerful and most impres- 
sive annual addresses that has ever been 
delivered to a General Assembly. He 
called for serious devotion and pled that 
the Church of God steer away from those 
things which tend to be light and chaf- 
fy, and get into the depth of devotional 
service. Our songs, Our prayers, our tes- 
timonies and our sermons, he said, must 
be of a character that the world will 
know we are in earnest. “Go forward, 
Church,” he said. There is no value in a 
retrospective view but as a lesson teach- 
ing us that we may avoid the mistakes 


which have hindered, and achieve great- 
er success and make better and greater 
progress than ever before. 


The annual address was followed by a 
sermon delivered by R. P. Johnson, As- 
sistant General Overseer, on the subject 
“Our Place in This Great Emergency.” 
The speaker showed the place which the 
Church should occupy in this time of 
unrest and political disturbance, that 
there was an emergency was a fact too 
plain to be denied and that God’s Church 
has a place in it and must fulfill that 
mission which God has enjoined upon her. 


The entire day Wednesday was de- 
voted to business and climaxed with a 
sermon by the Editor on “Wanted: 
Spiritual Techniciars.” The overseers 
were appointed and the Assembly dis- 
missed. Ministers started on their jour- 
neys home, many of them living thou- 
sands of miles away. They had come a 
long way to attend the Assembly but 
though the session was short, workers re- 
turned to their field, and many to new 
fields to put all their power and zeal 
both potent and latent, into the service 
of God and His Church.

Self-Mastery JESUS CHRIST, the Great Example, is Him- 

self the living embodiment of all Christian 
ideals. Let us contemplate His superb self-mastery. He said, 
“I came down from heaven, not to do mine own will but the 
will of him that sent me.” He was rich and for our sakes became 
poor, that we through His poverty might be made rich. One 
ardent convert said, ‘Master, I will follow thee whithersoever 
thou goest,” and Jesus replied, “The foxes have holes, and the 
birds of the air have nests, but the Son of man hath not where 
to lay his head.” That He might be touched with the feeling 
of the infirmities of mankind, the soul of Christ struck the 
whole gamut of human suffering, poverty, temptation, pain, 
and sorrow. 


Never in all the annals of self-mastery was there such an 
example of personal restraint as in the events of Christ’s be- 
trayal, trial, and martyrdom. Instead of grinding perfidious 
Judas into powder as he gave the traitorous kiss, Jesus asked 
in words which afterward broke the heart of Iscariot, “Be- 
trayest thou the Son of man with a kiss?”

No greater statement has ever been 
made relative to conditional success or de- 
feat than “United we stand, divided we 
fall.” The Lord Jesus said a house di- 
vided against itself will fall. 

Benjamin Franklin said, in respect to 
the peril that the signer of the Declara- 
tion of Independence was in, “We will 
either hang together or assuredly will 
hang separately.” 

I actualiy feel that the near eighty 
thousand laymembers of our Church 
constitute one of the grandest member- 
ships in the world. It certainly is true that 
this number is small in comparison to that 
of many denominations but true strength 
isn’t found in quantity every time. In 
fact, the thing that we should be first 
and last interested in is equality. 

Gideon had thirty-two thousand men 
until they neared the enemy and twenty- 
two thousand left him.

Sunday Schools 

You only have to attend, look and lis- 
ten in on a Sunday school of the Church 
of God to see a real demonstration of the 
United State of the Church of God. 

The Superintendent 

The superintendent respects and works 
with the pastor. He knows absolutely 
that the Sunday school is no separate and 
distinct setup from the Church but a 
department of the Church. He is aware 
of the fact that he and his work are di- 
rectly under the supervision of the pas- 
tor. In fact, if he is a good superintend- 
ent he appreciates his advice and seeks 
his counsel. 

No one would ever expect a good su- 
perintendent to be tardy in starting his 
schoolwork off. Neither would we ex- 
pect him to run five or ten minutes over 
on the pastor’s time. 

Isn’t it lovely to notice real team- 
work between the pastor and Sunday 
school superintendent? 

An Influenced School 

As the superintendent cooperates with 
the pastor, the officers behold the 
smoothness of the relationship and follow 
so closely their example that from the 
nursery to the last adult class there is 
such united effort on the part of each 
teacher to make the school the highest 
type institution of Christian training, ir- 
respective of membership, that it so fas- 
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cinates the pupils until they stay in such 
deep love with the faculty that they 
simply can’t be allured away. 

The Student Body 

This fellowship between the officers 
keeps such a charitable and respectful 
spirit injected into the very system ot 
the pupil body that the moral is adorable. 
There is no such thing as tardiness, indif- 
ference or misbehavior in such classes. 
They go to classes with good intentions 
and leave with inspiration and knowledge 
enough to use it. 

Notice the exercises. I think it is so 
lovely and inspiring to hear the school 
read the lesson text in unison, or the 
classes at the close of Sunday school read 
together a text. 

Not only is the United State of the 
Sunday school and Church set forth in 
these ways but also in the penny orphan- 
age march (it is not penny mission 
march). Where in the world could you 
think of seeing a more beautiful sight 
than an entire Sunday school membership 
marching and giving money to our chil- 
dren at Cleveland, Tennessee? Then too, 
whe would be such a chiseler or tight- 
wad as to hold back a penny for each of 
his or her years on his birthday from 
the orphanage birthday box? Don’t find 
him, please. 

Through the united contributions, 
enough money is kept in the treasury to 
send cash for the Sunday school litera- 
ture so that our Editor and Publisher 
doesn’t have to send it out charged. 

United efforts on the part of the pas- 
tor, superintendent and secretary never 
leave a bill unpaid for the ensuing year, 
to embarrass the incoming pastor. Now 
isn’t that simply fine, businesslike and 


brotherly, too! 

The gratifying thing about it is that 
approximately three thousand Sunday 
schools are united, even though some are 
thousands of miles apart, in carrying out 
the same programs. Oh, how blessed! 

The United State of the Church of 
God is demonstrated again by the activi- 
ties of the L. W. W. B. which by far 
the majority of the pastors have long ago 
definitely decided is an indispensable 
auxiliary to the Church.

Charity will not go about seeking its own 
benefit, welfare, and happiness. (Happi- 
ness doesn’t depend on your position, but 
on your disposition.) Lot’s eyes saw 
many lots.

“How many loaves have ye?” Matt. 
15:34. 

Yes, the multitude is here. They are as 
hungry as ever. Food is as scarce as ever. 
“But how many loaves have ye?” First, 
how many are there to be had? I'll tell 
you—there are nine, nine wonderful 
loaves to possess and carry, with which 
to sustain the starving multitudes. They 
are asking for bread. Are ye giving them « 
a stone? There are seventeen stones to 
be had without asking. They are thrown 
upon you and at you until it is all that 
you can do to dodge them. In fact, you 
didn’t begin to dodge them soon enough 
and some may even now be hiding in 
your pockets where they have fallen un- 
heeded. 

Let us look first at the precious loaves 
and let us honestly see how many we 
really have to hand over to the famished 
ones. Here are the nine: “love, joy, peace, 
longsuffering, gentleness, goodness, faith, 
meckness, and temperance.”’ Notice that

Sometime ago I wrote to different 
people in Cleveland asking them to pray 
for me to the end that God would give 
me an “Aaron” like He gave one to 
Moses when he was sent into Egypt, 
more so being a woman and taking in 
consideration that the ministry of a 
woman has its limitations according to 
the Word of God. 

It has been very hard for me since 
March, 1930, when I started the work in 
Mexico, keeping the records and deeds 
both for the Government and_ the 
Chorch. 

In August of 1932 I wrote and trans- 
lated the minutes that stated that we 
should have a general assembly once a 
year, but it took eleven years of teach- 
ing and helping the brothers to be es- 
tablished and realize it is a privilege to 
look after the affairs of the great Church 
of God and not a heavy burden, so we 
held in Cuidad, Obregon, the first week 
of June the first convention. I wasn’t 
able to be at the convention because I 
had to go to the United States to renew 
my tourist card, but all things work to- 
gether for good to them that love God. 


In Obregon last May I suffered a heart 
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prostration which kept me unconscious 
for three days. This place where I labor 
now is closer to the border and is a whole 
lot cooler. 

I praise the Lord also for the favor 
granted Brother Ingram of entering and 
leaving Mexico without _ restrictions. 
Now he will have the opportunity to su- 
pervise the work in Mexico more close- 
ly, which, up to now, has been in a big 
measure my responsibility. I also want to 
make special mention of Brother Fernan- 
do Gonzalez who has acquired a lot of 
experience while traveling with Brother 
Ingram this year in Mexico. I know he 
will be a big help. 

I ask the prayers of all the Evangel 
readers for your sister in the Lord. 





Greetings From El Salvador, C. A. 


Fe El] Salvador, C. A. 
August 16, 1941. 


To the great Church of God everywhere: 

Greetings in Jesus’ name from the El 
Salvador Church of God. By the time 
you receive this letter you will be in an- 
other Assembly and how we would like to 
be there with you again to join with you 
all in sending praise to our God for His 
great love to us. We will be praying with 
you nevertheless, that God will give vic- 
tory, not in a carnal fight but victory 
for the great Church of God, that this 
coming year will see many advances in 
all the FRONTS of battle. There has 
been some advancement in this sector 
this year and everything working ac- 
cording to plans. 

We are contemplating, at this writing, 
a central church which will accommodate 
about 400 people. Three others are in 
project and will be completed soon after 
the rainy season ends. All of these are 
being built with free labor and only a 
little cost to the Church. The central 
church will not cost over $300.00 when 
completed, lot and all, so we are able to 
build cheaply here, for which we praise 
God. We expect to build many small 
places of worship this year as most of the 
meetings hithertofore have been held in 
homes, and we are teaching them that 
they should keep God’s house apart from 
their dwelling houses. The cost of these 
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small churches will not be more than 
$15.00 gold. We have now twenty-one 
churches with a membership of 500, but 
the attendance is good and souls are be- 
ing saved. I had a report last week of a 
revival that has been going on for some- 
time every night. Twelve saved and a 
number added to the Church and the 
meetings are still in progress. Please re- 
member us in prayer, and if we are again 
appointed to this field we will do our 
best to hold the fort and gain ground 
(souls) for Him. 

All join with me in sending greetings 
to you.—H. S. Syverson, overseer of 
Central America.

The curtailing of 
the Assembly to just male ministers and 
for two days only (because of the polio- 
myelitis epidemic) surely made a differ- 
ence. We missed the thronging thousands 
that always crowded the Auditorium. We 
were very sorry that our sisters were not 
permitted to be there, also the young 
people that heretofore always added so 
much to our Assemblies, but I believe 
all who attended could surely say the 
Lord was with us. 

Our mission service was the greatest 
we have ever had. We surely wish that 
you who were absent could have been 
with us and heard our missionaries give 
accounts of their thrilling experiences. I 
tell you, heaven swung low! Messages 
from the other side were received that 
sent wave after wave of glory through 
and through our very beings. Surely now 
our vision is clearer, our duty dearer to 
us, and His coming nearer. 

The financial reports were by far the 
greatest ever given, showing an apprecia- 
ble increase in the various departments 
and breaking previous records. Below we 
are giving a short summary report so 
that you may see the increase the Church 
has made:

He will © slide 
around and you can hardly get your 
hands on him, and the first little hole 
that he can find he will slide through 
it. Yes, we catch some men like that. 
We can’t get them to come back to serv- 
ice or start family prayer. Somehow 
you just can’t get hold of them and they 
don’t stand long. They have slipped back 


in sin.

We take another look and we find in 
the net the turtle. He will be about the 
last fellow you take out. They are not 
very popular among fishermen. They 
are hard to clean and get ready for mar- 
ket. They have a hard shell that com- 
pletely covers them that must be taken 
off before you can get to them. We find 
some turtle Christians sometimes, who 
have their own conceited shell, they seem 
not to mind the Word of God. They 
have their own ideas and opinions and 
they are always slowful just like the old 
turtle. 


Then we find in the net the croaker, 
just a small fish but a good edible fish. 
They gather them and lay them out and 
they give up right there. Yes, they 
croak; they don’t move any more. [| 
think we find more of this kind of Chris- 
tians than any other kind. They come to 
the altar and pray through, give in their 
testimony with a bright experience and 
then croak, and you can’t get them back 
to seek a deeper experience. If you do, 
you can’t get them to line up with the 
Church or pay tithes. They have just 
croaked, that is all. They are not worth 
anything to the church or God either. 
God help us to be something besides an 
old croaker. 

“Fish of every kind.” We look back 
again into the net and we find the cat- 
fish. This fellow is all head and mouth. 
Get his head cut off and you haven’t got 
much fish left. Yes, I think we have some 
catfish people. We think sometimes we 
have made a big haul, to hear them talk 
and tell of what they are going to do, 
and how he testifies! My! My! Here is 
one that will be worth something, but he 
turns out to be all head and mouth. God 
help us to be doers of the Word and not 
hearers only. 

What kind of a fish are you? Job was 
caught in the net, Job 19:6, and he 
proved to man and the world that he was 
worth something to God. Let us, too, 
prove that we can be worth something 
to the Church and the cause that we 
love so dear.

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The Doctrine of God 


GARNER J. WILKINS 


(Note, this article was inspired and 
based on a sermon by Rev. A. V. 
Beaube, state overseer of Georgia, de- 
livered at the Georgia state camp meeting 
and convention this year.) 

“Blessed are the pure in heart: for they 
shall see God.” Matt. 5:8. 

There are many theories by ancient 
and modern philosophers who try to es- 
tablish as fact the existence of God; 
others essay to refute the idea of God, 
or any necessity for a supreme being. 
Regardless of theory, pro or con, it is 
entirely contingent on our heart’s atti- 
tude if we “see” God, and hopelessly 
impossible to grasp a comprehensive vi- 
sion of His existence and manifestations 
without FAITH and a PURE HEART. 
If we should consult only the realm of 
reason, based on analysis, and penetrate 
every argument to an ultimate conclu- 
sion, our decision must finally rest on 
this determination: that the thing DE- 
SIGNED is the absolute effect of a DE- 
SIGNER to the exclusion of chance or 
accident. Which is pure, indisputable 
logic. Consequently, the things that ap- 
pear (the universe) are the direct result 
of a master hand, perfect planning by 
One possessed with infinite wisdom, 
power, and a sovereign will. 

We note evidence of a supreme de- 
signer in the unmistakable fact that most 
things are so constructed as to follow one 
another in succession, which all conduce 
to the same objective; while similarly 
many simultaneous with sur- 
rounding conditions are so arranged as 
to bring about a certain result. It is then 
that we have reached God. But we cannot 
and do not try to “localize” God. That 
is, to bring Him to any specific form or 
appearance. The Holy Scripture plainly 
declares, ‘“God is a spirit,” and because 
it so states, He must not be regarded as 
a physical predicable. It has been said, 
“Faith and prayer move the hand that 
moves all things.” How true, and all the 
more reason to elevate our vision of God 
higher than the physical sphere. How- 
ever, God is also the dominant factor in 
the physical, yet He must be regarded 
as supernatural or transcendent to ana- 
tomy of flesh and bone. And God should 
not be confined, in our vision, to any 
geographical spot, or reduced to a specific 
habitation. He so states, ““The heavens 
are my throne, and the earth is my foot- 
stool.” The heathen, with his reasoning 
faculties distort of understanding, will 
conjure an imaginary being to whom he 
worships and attributes the responsibility 
of his existence and his small world.

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However deplorable his conduct and the 
shameful acts of the poor heathen in his 
efforts to “appease” the wrath of his 
particular god, yet it is to be recognized 
that his actions, though degrading and 
void of understanding, are nevertheless 
added weight to give credence to the 
argument which has been adduced for 
the existence of God, derived from the 
fact that such a_ belief is everywhere 
found to be implanted in the heart of 
man. Leaving this realm of supposition, 
cause and effect, it is so refreshing to 
the Christian to turn to his divine “love 
letter” and read: “And this is life eter- 
nal, that they might know thee the only 
TRUE GOD, and Jesus Christ, whom 
thou hast sent.” Jno. 17:3. 


Marquis de Laplace, celebrated French 
mathematician and astronomer, was said 
to have searched the skies with his pow- 
erful telescope to find God and His 
throne, and failing in his quest avowed 
himself an unbeliever. This man, one 
time close friend of Napoleon, and in 
1816 named a member of the French 
Academy, earned the title of scientist 
and astronomer, eminent, yet could not 
“discover” God with all his mathematical 
equations and astronomical gyrations, 
while the least of the poor and unlearned 
may find Him, for, “Blessed are the pure 
in heart; for they SHALL see God.” 
Paul said, “For after that in the wisdom 
of God the world by wisdom knew not 
God, it pleased God by the foolishness of 
preaching to save them that believe,” 
1 Cor. 1:21. God is not a man like us. 
When David received his broadest vision 
of God he shouted, he verily 
screamed from the deep of his soul: 
“O Lord our Lord, how excellent is thy 
name in all the earth! Who hast set thy 
glory ABOVE the heavens . . . when I 
consider thy heavens, the work of thy 
fingers, the moon and the stars, which 
thou hast ORDAINED; what is man, 
that thou art mindful of him? and the 
son of man, that thou visitest him?” 
Psa. 8:1-4. God fills all space and time. 
He is from everlasting to everlasting, 
eternal, forever, the Ancient of days, 
and the originator of life and the pattern 
of the heavens and the earth. The word 
of the Scriptures declares in unmistakable 
terms, ““No man hath seen God at any 
time,” but, “ .. . the only begotten 
Son, which is in the bosom of the Fa- 
ther, he hath declared him.” Jno. 1:18. 

God is best seen and recognized in 
His divine attributes, and Jesus Christ 
has given the world the greatest demon- 
stration of these that can be found;

And He is the person of super- 
lative glory, and will introduce us to the 
Father, and that is sufficient. Amen.

Injured in Army; Healed 

DONALSONVILLE, Ga. — I am 
thanking God today that I can witness 
to God’s saving, sanctifying, keeping 
and healing power. I am glad because I 
found myself one day when I was af- 
flicted with cancer and almost dying on 
my way to hell. I knew I couldn’t live 
long and knew I was a sinner, although 
I was a church member. I began to think 
seriously about my soul and wanted 
something real. There was a Church of 
God preacher (Brother M. B. Norris) 
in our community who began talking 
to me and he and others prayed. I re- 
pented of my sins and God took me in, 
saved and healed me four years ago and 
I am healed today, not a trace of cancer. 


On February 25 of this year we re- 
ceived a telegram from Ft. Benning Hos- 
pital telling us that our boy was seri- 
ously hurt. I fell on my knees and asked 
God to undertake.

We hurried to the hos- 
pital which was about one hundred miles 
from us. They told us his condition was 
very serious.

I know you can heal,” 
and I believed then that he would be 
healed. The doctors asked us where they 
could reach us that night; they thought 
he would die and wanted to know where 
to call us.

He - said, 
“Mother, I know you have been praying, 
haven’t you?” I told him I had. He said,

E’s and Sunday schools raised in the elev- 
en district conventions this year $826.04 
for missions. 

The main thing that each Y. P. E. 
that is successful should keep in mind, 
however, is, What steps must we take to 
not only hold what we have in member- 
ship, finance and spirituality, but what 
must we do and keep doing to realize 
regular increase? 

This always keep in mind, that your 
present officers, pastor, district pastor 
and regular district superintendent, state 
superintendent and state overseer as well 
as all of the thoughtful members who are 
above thirty-five are united with you 
for your success, individually and collec- 
tively. 

Dictators are calling for youth like 
you to give and take life on the battle- 
fields. God and His Church are proud 
of you and seeking more to stand with 
us in this evil day to promote, support 
and defend the greatest institution with 
the greatest future that you could possi- 
bly be affiliated with. 

Yes, we love you—every one of you— 
juniors and seniors alike. Stand with your 
hearts and minds united so that no man 
can despise your youth, but be thou an 
example of the believers, in word, in 
conversation, in charity, in spirit, in 
faith, in purity. Yours is a splendid de- 
partment but it too is inseparable from 
the main body of the Church. It is 
united never to be divided from the 
Church. 

It is a fact that each one of the near 
three thousand local churches has its 
individual and respective programs and 
obligations. It is the same with the dis- 
tricts in the state as well as the states. 
Yet the elevating thing about it is that 
there are no lines of restriction drawn 
between local churches, districts or states 
in a general sense. 

In other words, every Church of God 
in the world has the same program with 
the following items to dispense with: 

5% mission; 10 cents per member 
aged ministers’ quota; special mission of- 
fering, not to be less than 50 cents per 
member; tithe of tithes; 20 per cent on 
gross receipts in local church to be di- 
vided between state overseer and Head- 
quarters; Evangel and Lighted Pathway 
drives; winning souls to God and His 
Church. 

Our reports are not only united at the 
state convention, but all the churches of 
all the states, islands, and foreign coun- 
tries are united at the Assembly. 


Yes, there is a United State between 
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the members and pastors, pastors and dis- 
trict pastors, members, pastors, district 
pastors and overseers, between state over- 
seer and state overseer. Each of us, it is 
true, desires good records and work to 
that end but can’t afford to be jealous, 
envious or prejudiced. The more we ac- 
complish, the better. If after I have 
done my best I am surpassed, then for 
the Church’s sake in general I should re- 
joice. 

Then, of very special necessity as well 
as happy privilege and opportunity, 
there should always be the  stanchest, 
most definite of understanding and ir- 
revocable United State existing between 
the state overseer and Appointing Board 
and other general officials. 

It is remarkable and highly compli- 
mentary of those included to think of our 
head officials of every general department 
of the Church being housed under one 
roof and yet the business of the Church 
proceeding in each department with such 
few exceptions that there is an almost 
constant United State of activity. 

Needless to say that since the success 
in the local churches, districts and states 
is dependent on ful! and wholehearted 
cooperation on the part of all the pastors 
and state overseers, such a state of rela- 
tionship is even more indispensable be- 
tween our various departments and their 
heads at Cleveland, Tennessee. To know 
that a pleasant atmosphere exists at 
Headquarters and that there is between 
every official and department a United 
State existing, serves as a motivation to 
all of our hearts and a lever on the bat- 
tlefield in the front trenches. 

How do we stand? you ask. Why, my 
brother, just like a wagon wheel. The 
wheel is on the axle, the axle in the 
wheel, the hub around the axle, the spokes 
in the hub and felloe, the felloe nailed 
to the iron tire and the tire on the fel- 
loe. 

Here is the synopsis of the subject: 

First, members in Christ. Second, 
members in local church. Third, local 
church under cooperative supervision of 
pastor. Pastor under jurisdiction of dis- 
trict pastor. Members, pastors and dis- 
trict pastors directed by state overseer. 
State overseer subject to Appointing 
Board. Our college, publishing house, 
general treasury department, orphanage, 
Twelve Counsellors, General Trustees 
and Assistant General Overseer and all 
other ministers, officers, and offices are 
responsible to the General Overseer and 
those who under various conditions col- 
laborate with him. But after all, we at 
first and last are all responsible to God. 

Ours is a United State indeed. We are 
all dependent one on another, which is 
pictured very vividly by the Apostle 
Paul in these words: 


Ephesians 4:11-16, “And he gave 
some, apostles; and some, prophets; and 
some evangelists; and some, pastors and 
teachers; For the perfecting of the 
saints, for the work of the ministry, for 
the edifying of the body of Christ: Till 
we all come to the unity of the faith, and 
of the knowledge of the Son of God un- 
to a perfect man, unto the measure of the 
stature of the fulness of Christ: That we 
henceforth be no more children, tossed to 
and fro, and carried about with every 
wind of doctrine, by the sleight of men, 
and cunning craftiness, whereby they lie 
in wait to deceive; but speaking the 
truth in love, may grow up into him in 
all things, which is the head, even Christ: 
From whom the whole body fitly joined 
together and compacted by that which 
every joint supplieth, according to the 
effectual working in the measure of ev- 
ery part, maketh increase of the body 
unto the edifying of itself in love.” 

Let all of us at all times stay in our 
respective places so that we will be able 
to secure the Church against its enemies.

Now for the scripture in Acts 2:38, 
“Then Peter said unto them, Repent and 
be baptized, every one of you, in the 
name of Jesus Christ for the remission 
of sins, and ye shall receive the gift of 
the Holy Ghost.” It certainly would be 
doing violence to the Word of God and 
also a question of the loyalty of the 
Apostle Peter to believe or teach that 
he taught something else on the day of 
Pentecost other than which he had been 
commissioned to teach by our Lord in 
Matt. 28:19. It is true that the wording 
in Acts 2:38 is different but it must be 
remembered that the Apostle Peter in his 
loyalty to Christ was doing everything 
in his power to carry out the commission 
given unto him; that is, to obey to the 
letter His last command. In doing this 
he would be preaching in Jesus’ name; 
he would be baptizing in Jesus’ name, 
or in obedience to His command. The 
passage in Acts 2:38 would mean the 
same thing if read, “And Peter said unto 
them, Repent and be baptized, every one 
of you, in obedience to the command of 
our Lord Jesus Christ for the remission 
of sins, and ye shall receive the gift of 
the Holy Ghost.” Thus we understand 
the two scriptures cited to be in perfect 
harmony. 

Question: Will you please explain for 
us in the Question Box Psalm 58:2-5?— 
D. C. 

Answer: Great contrasts between the 
wicked and the righteous are common 
to the writings of the Psalmist David. 
In his detest for wickedness he describes 
the wicked in the strongest of terms as 
in verse 4, “Their poison is like the poi- 
son of a serpent: they are like the deaf 
adder that stoppeth his ear.” This entire 
division of his writings is thus descriptive 
of the wicked, with the exception of the 
last two verses where he turns to view 
the righteous. “The righteous shall re- 
joice when he seeth the vengeance: he 
shall wash his feet in the blood of the 
wicked, so that a man shall say, Verily 
there is a reward for the righteous, verily 
he is a God that judgeth in the earth.” 
In this division of the Psalms we are 
shown clearly God’s judgment upon the 
wicked and His reward to those who are 
righteous.

people peace or discord? His name shall 
be called the Prince of peace. “Blessed 
are the peacemakers for they shall be 
called the children of God.” Jesus said 
to the angry winds and tempestuous 
waves, “Peace, be still,” and the very 
elements obeyed Him because He was 
“peace.” Are you? 

Loaf number 4 is “longsuffering.” 
Oh, we are so rash, so impatient. We 
want to see the fruit of our labors in our 
lifetime. He could not. He, the Son of 
God, had to lay down His life’s work ap- 
parently a total failure, deserted by all, 
even His Father. “He that suffereth long 
and is kind.” Put your own name in in- 
stead of “He” and see if that by any 
chance describes the one who bears your 
name. 

“Gentleness” is the fifth loaf. In 
Americans’ mad rush to get somewhere, 
it seems as if this loaf is a rare variety, 
seldom advertised, sold, or eaten. We 
haven’t time to be gentle. Gentleness 
was all right in Jesus’ day when every- 
thing moved so slowly, but now? Well, 
it’s almost an impossibility. From the 
slamming of car doors to the screech- 
ing of brakes, gentleness is far, far away. 

“Goodness” is loaf number 6. This is 
a rather general term, but our goodness, 
remember, is known and read by all men. 
People know us much better than we 
care to realize. “Even a child is known 
by his doing, whether his ways be pure 
or whether they be right.” Thus saith 
the Lord. “Then shall we be known even 
as we are known.” But remember you 
are almost known now. If not, you will 
be before you die; if not, it will come 
to light sometime. 

“Faith” is loaf 7, but so small it is 
rarely ever recognized. In fact, the Son 
of man couldn’t see it in His disciples, 
no doubt so much as a grain of mustard 
seed. And yet without faith it is impos- 
sible to please God. O soul, wake up! As 
your faith, so be it unto you. You may 
have some loved one in need of your 
precious speck of faith. Do you have it? 

The eighth loaf is “meekness.” Blessed 
are the meek for they shall inherit the 
earth.” A large promise, is it not? But 
you couldn’t take it; you had to give a 
mean reply. You lost your brother be- 
cause you were hasty and took your own 
part. For shame! Some great man said, 
“Self-justification never.” Try it, it 
pays. 

“Temperance,” the last loaf, is one of 
the greatest happiness bringers in all the 
world. To be temperate and not indul- 
gent along a single line—not to have to 
do a single thing after the flesh even to 
the elimination of ordinary conversation 
(at will)—this is temperance, or self- 
control. All the pleasures of this world 


> 
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cannot be compared to being completely 
the master of one’s self on all occasions. 

The seventeen stones are: “adultery, 
fornication, uncleanness, lasciviousness, 
idolatry, witchcraft, hatred, variance, 
emulation, wrath, strife, sedition, heresy, 
envyings, murders, drunkenness, and 
revelings,” a very unlovely group, yet 
existing in embryo at least within all of 
our hearts until He takes control. Let 
us bestir ourselves, throw all our stones 
overboard, and quickly set our bread to 
rise, that it may rise and that we may 
give food to all with whom we come in 
contact. The Son of God had loaves for 
all whom He met. Even when spent and 
hungry, as at Samaria’s well when He 
fed a single hungry soul, He forgot all 
else save a sinner’s great need. “Bread 
of heaven feed me till I want no more!”
